BRUIN AND THE BEES.

Be.vrs .vre like human beings in re> 
■pect to their lure for honey. Their 
Jelight at finding a colony of the small 
insects in the hollow trunk of a tree U 
no less than that of the Indiana al- 
though frequently they do not fare so 
well as the latter in their efforts to 
appropriate the sweets. Their clnm- 
siness and oncnntroleil desires occa- 
sionally leads them into a tra{K froin 
which they escape with difficulty, and 
sometimes not at all. When a hive of 
bees is diecnvrred by one of the shaggy 
monsters, the question of reaching the 
honey as soon as possible absorbs 
every other consideration. The lire 
is surveyed from different standpoints, 
from the ground and from tbe 
branebe*. until the .scent of the honey 
has roiiscil all the latent pas- 
sions of the hungry beast. Then, 
if an ordinary hide ran be dis- 
covered in the tree trunk, Bniin 
begins to work hi* way into it. un- 
mindful alike of llie consequences of 
his rash act and (lie wild humming* 
of the bees. The thought of Ihe re- 
ward wai>iug for him as soon as the 
honercomh is reacheil urges him on, 
and bis boily ia .<000 sqn.’ezeil dowu to 
half il* original size. The ruttnn in- 
terior of Ihe tree is torn to *hreds by 
the sharp claw* of the frenzicil lircast. 
ami a large passageway i* uiaile f. r 
hit bmly. Wlien half in the tree be 
manage* to reach the cosey home of 
the little Iiee*. where a desjierate 
fight begiu-s. Hie little insert* fly in- 
to his face and sting him repeatrilly. 
but do not drive him away. Buzzing 
into his shaggy coat they soon get 
tbeir legs and wings so entangled that 
they are unable to e*cape. until the 
atoleu honey is smeared over ibeni. 
and they become inextricably inipris- 
oaed. 

The process of eating the honey 
after it ia reached is very simple and 
easy for Bniiu. He merely sroo]is it 
up into his paws and crams it into hla 
mouth as rapklly as his iligestive or- 
gans will permit. After glutting him- 
self thoroughly, be then begins to (eel 
for the first time the uncomfortable- 
sees of his craiupe<l jiosiiion. P»ol>- 
ablj the amount of boiiey which b* 
bos S'wallowed has something to do in 
making the hollow of the tree seem 
smaller than he imagined; at any 
rate, be finds on trying to bock out 
that he can not more witbont causing 
himself pain. A stifling sensation 
comes over him and he begins to strng- 
gle desjierately, liked a smother^ 
man. The result of these violent 
struggles ends differently in different 
cases. Sometimes Bruin escapes with- 
out other injuries than a few scratches; 
bnt occasionally be finds a living tomb 
in the tree, and he pays for bis stolen 
sweets with his own life. Hunters 
have fonnd the carcasses of bears 
quite freqnently Urns impri-oned in 
Um bellow trunks of trees where they 
have been feoating on the honey. The 
bees are in thia way oometinMa re- 
venged on their enemies for the de- 
I struct ion of their dearly- bought 
homes. —/adepe/tdeitf.

— .\11 meat Umes c.aii he saved in a 
crock while it is cold, and nice soup 
stock ni:idc of them by letting the 
crock sit on the back of the stove. 
When it h.as simmered all day, ponr 
off; when cold, remove the fat on top, 
and lioneath will be found m thick, 
jelly-like sulisLance. This can be used 
for soup by diluting with w.aler, or put 
into h tshes or thiniieil for gravy. 

— A willow chair or rocker that has 
giown dark may'lie made beautiful by 
painting in white and gold, upholster- 
ing the sc.at and arms in myrtle gp^een 
plush, running myrtle green satin rib- 
bon tlmiugh the space around or across 
Uie back, and fastening at the right- 
hand corner in a square bow.

ing. Mrs. Shillalier gives this receii>e 
for making: Molasses two cu|>s; one 
cup of sugar, butter the size of a wal- 
niiL salcratii> one toasjioonful. (Ircase 
the kettle ln-fore juitiing in the mo- 
lasses Add the sa’eratus just before 
it is taken from the fire, also a little 
vinegar if dc-ired. Try in a little cold 
water to sec if cookiil enouglu Turn 
out on a buttcrixl platter or m.vrble 
slaK Tlicn divide up and pull until 
white, or until the ann« are tired. 

— Plum-pudding shuiild not be rcle- 
gatisl to the liidid.ay season onh". It is 
as economical a« iiiost desserts It 
takes a little loiigor to m.akr than some, 
Imt wlien.onee iii.vle it will provide 
dessert for several dinners with in- 
tervals of two or three days between, 
and the la«t bit will l>e quite as good 
as the lirsu When it is dc.sirable to 
ki>ep it for any length of time liefore 
“wanning up." it sluuild l>e plaenl in 
a closely eovcreil stone jar. to prevent 
it from drying tmi inneli. After the 
first liriiling. the heating over should 
lie done by steaming or in the oven; to 
put tho pudding in water after it has 
once liecn taken out will spoil iL —

These con- 
tlitions are liest att.aincd bj- sifting 
through a wire .screen h.aving {-inch 
meshes, though many gardeners are 
content avitli thorough and re|K*ntetl 
forking and raking. If .a young radish 
riMit in its downward growth strikes a 
stone or a liard lump of earth or other 
s.ilistaiiee, it lieiids around iL and a 
rriKikeil. uii-alabic nxit is the resulL 
Moreover, the long radish has large 
b*avi*s .anil requires sonic room to grow 
v\idl, at least three inches each wav 
I from plant to plant, and is also a slow 
I grower ill coiiiparison with the French

i in a higher tciiiperatiirc; the latter is

In many parts of the country a flo< k 
' of sheep can be so managed Uiat Uic 
fleece will be • clear gain, as the early 
loinba and matured fat wethers will 
sell for enough to pay for the feed the 
flock will conoune and the time re- 
quired to take core of it This has re- 
peatedly been demonstrated hi Penn- 
^ aylvonia. where sheep hare been kept 
I on high-priced land. The owners of 
I flocks aim to have many of their ewes 
I drop lambs early in the spring, so that 
they will be ready to sell before the 4th 
of July, os np to that Ume they are 
certain to bring a high price. These 
lambs sell for more than enongh to pay 
for keeping their dams during the en- 
tire year. Not nnfrequently a fine 
, lamb brings enough to pay Uie cost of 
keeping several sheep through the sea- 
son. Spring lamb rank among the 

I luxuries of the table, and luxuries com- 
mand high prides even when wliat are 
called the necessities of life arc very 
low. The earlier lambs are ready for 
, the market the higher* is the price that 
can be realized for them, though lambs 
can ordinarily be sold at gooil jirices 
till quite late in the season. 

If a lamb is not sold it will lie wortli 
to the owner of the flock a sum equal 
to the cost of keeping its mother. A j 
ewe that rais"s a lamb ever}' year will | 
pay for her keeping as long as she con- 
tinues to breed. If f:it!e;icd and killed j 
. before she liegins to exhibit marks of ; 

! age her carcass and pell will sell for j 
enough to pay the eiMt of her snp|H>rt | 
during tho last }<*ar of her life. If 
town butchers do not want the flesh to 
dispose of to customers it ran be ssild 
to neighbors at a fair price, or be con- 
snmed at home. Apparently few )>c(v 
pie in this country know that corned ! 
mutton is in all respects the equal of i 
corned beef, and that for some purposes I 
;uperior to it For boiling with gar- 
den vegetables it is lietter than corned 
beef, and it has a superior flavor. A 
sheep’s ham, projierly cureil and boiled, 
furnishes as fine food as a lx>iletl hog's 
ham, while it looks quite as well on the 
table. Corned mutton is not n article 
of commerce in this country, but it de- 
serves to become one. Tut up in half- 
iKirrels, it would connnand goo I prices 
as soon as consumers were made aware 
of its value. I

I FARM AND FIRESIDE. 

— Warm bams ixi save food were 
never before so highly appreciated as 
this winter. 

— Give the sheep a variety of food 
and improve their condition and the 
flavor of the nitiium. 

— A Connecticut daiiyman tried 
warming the wnU-r for the cows to 
drink in winter, and the increase of 
butter in ten days pakl tho expense of 
piping the trough. 

— In the three years from 1884, the 
com crop of Dakota ha.s inure than 
trebled in quantity, with the ceriaiiity 
of constantir increasing, in the future, 
this established ratio of jntigres.s. 

— Do not be economical with tho be«l- 
ding material. There should be 
enough to completely absorb all the 
liquids as they are worth more than 
the bedding matcri.al. 

— Ham S:ilad: One ]K)unil of hoflexl 
ham, chopped fine; one-half dozen small 
pickles cbopiNxl line also; add little 
chop]>e<l cclerv and serve with a dress- 
ing as for a chicken salad. 

— A thick co.ating of whitewash on 
the walls of the cellar will lie as pro- 
ductive of benefit now as during the 
warm scssoii. It will also make the 
cellar light and cheerful, and greatly 
Assist in preserving the purity of the 
atmosphere. 

— It is claimed that the average pro- 
duction of farms is less than that of 
I twenty years ago. ’This shows that our 
I system of f.n iuiiig has not improved, 

1 and condemns Ihc growing of grain oil 
large are.iA Tlie rciiualy is, smaller 
I farms and better cultivation. 

— Tlierc is no reason why farmers 
should receive less than the regular 
prices for any kind of piixl'iiec. If they 
will ship articles in gotul condition, and 
allow nothing to leave the farm except 
I that of the Iiest quality, they can always 
I find a ready sale for all classes of prod- 
I uoe. 

— Spice Cake: One cup of molasses, 
one cup of sug.ar, two-thinls of a cup 
of butter, one cup of sour milk, three 
eggs, one tcas|>oonful sod.o, one tea- 
I spoonful nutmeg, one and oiie-half tea- 
spoonfuls cinnamon, one teaspoonfiil 
of cloves, three cups of flour. 

— The age of a cow has much to do 
with her value as a milker. A cow 
with her first calf never milks as well 
I as with her third or fourth one. and for 
I a dairy animal, as a rule, is unprofit- 
I able. For this reason care should lie

Miiltoii will keep longer 
than liccf, and as nearly all persons in 
the country keep pigs there is little sale 
for cither fresh or salt pork. 

As resjiecls feed, slicep arc kept at 
less expense than any fann animals. 
They can be turned out to pasture ear- 
lier in the spring and kept there later 
In the fall than can rattle and breeiliiig 
horses. Sheep M'ill eat a greater variety 
of food than any farm animals exceiit 
pigs. Ill the pasture they will cal 
grasses that rattle and hor.ses will ri*- 
jeet and will also devour many kinds 
of weeds and the leaves and sniall 
branches of bushev They Mill jiick 
every thing from a eoriistalk tliat has 
any value as fo«Kl. With a little pre- 
liminary training thy will eat all kind s 
of roots without putting the fanner to 
the trouble of cutting them or rediieing 
Uirni to a mass of pu'p. As consumers 
of the straw of small grains they have 
no equals. In England and France, .as 
M-ell as in some parts of this country, 
sheep cat har.ll}’ any hay. They an- 
kept through the Minter chiefly on 
straw and roots, to which arc .iddcil 
some oil-cakc, cotton-seed meal and 
gr:iin. In preparing them for market 
grass and tumipm, insle.nd of more ex- 
piensivc kinds of fooil, arc relicti on for 
laying on flesh and fat.

In the earliest stages of consumption 
of the lungs, it is possible to arrest the 
progress of the affection and secure a 
returu to health by change of rlimatc 
and of hahi s of life, together with 
wisely directed diet exercise and hy- 
giene generally. But this stage is 
often permitted to pass without any 
serious attention being given to it by 
the patient or his friends. One reason 
of this is the unreasonable hopefulness 
th.nt is a mental characteristic of roost 
cunsiim)>lives. Besides the insignifi- 
cant cough and slight symptoms of de- 
teriorating health, which are often only 
to be noticed and given their true value 
by the ex|>erienced physician, do not 
carry Mith them any such degree of 
alarm as they merit. When a profuse 
hemorrhage occurs the feeling of se- 
curity may give w:iy to the alarm that 
has been felt before. Any persistent 
cough should lie attended to before it 
is too late to do gnoil. As in all dis- 
eases depending upion a special cause 
or micro-organism, consumption is not 
to be cunsl by drugs alone. It is pos- 
sible that, ,as t(ic late Prof. Flint taught. 
It may be a disease that has a tendeiicy 
to recover of it«elf, but if it is “self-lim- 
ited,” it ran only lie so under the best 
piossible sanitary and hygienic condi- 
tions. 

All onliiiary malarial fever is not as 
a rule, dangerous to life. B:it aiiyca.se 
of ague may develop into a |>eniicious 
(congestive) iiitennitlimt or remittent 
fever at any time. This it is that ren- 
ders prompt arr.-'st of the common ague 
of such great iui|virt:ince. For this 
reason also treatment by nostrums and 
domestic remedies too often results in 
an attack M-liich no form of medication 
will be competent to cure. The per- 
nicious attacks are almost invariably 
preceilcd by onliiiary chills, so that 
M'hen the “congc.stive” jianixysm does 
come on no one can say that there M-as 
any excuse for calling the doctor loo 
late. Even if |M-riiieious attacks are 
rot develo|K‘d, the subject of long-eoii- 
tiiiueii ague becomes broken in health, 
is pale, sallow and full of pains of a 
neuralgic cli:ira»-tcr that makes life 
miserable; and the longer the di.sease 
[icrsisLs M'ithoiit iiitcrriiiition, the more 
ditliciilt it is to stop its progress and to 
cure the rcsiills of chronic inalariai 
jioisoniiig.

STORMS AND RAILS. 

How Rain Xpprar. to Follow the iMjlng 
•>r Kallroaif Track., 

A singular theory has l>een promul- 
g:iteil in Mexico concerning an alleged 
relation betMeen the steel rails of rail- 
ways and the prevalence of storms. 
The norHiorn section of the Mexican 
Central roail has been seriously dam- 
aged by washouts, and people who ob- 
scrveil the phenomena express thcupiii- 
ion th.it the watersimuts m hieh burst 
on the track M-ere attracted by the 
rails and the telegraph wire. An elec- 
tric current they say, runs along the 
track, which makes a courenient av- 
enue for storms. 

This would appear to be a somewhat 
fanciful conjecture, but the engineers 
engagwt in building the GiioiUlaiara 
branch of the Mi-xican Central railroad 
offer testimony M-bieh gives it at leo.st 
an air of plausibility. They state that 
as fast as the construction advances 
I'ain folloM’s, and they believe it is due 
to the large quantity of steel rail on flat 
cars M-hieh arc carried forward na fast 
as the work permits. The country, ao 
cording to their report, is dry in ad- 
vance of the construction trains, and 
also behind them far many miles, but 
in a circle of a few miles in diameter, 
having its center at tho p,iint where tho 
steel rails arc, the rain ionics dowu in 
torrents. 

It apiiears that enough importance is 
attaelii-d to these theories to induce 
SL'ientifit' iiieii to make them a subject 
of study. \Ve <lo not. hoMever, antici- 
pate any iniiiicdiate practical resulls of 
great v:dne. With nil the skill and
